According to the fourth Friday counts

Boyne City schools lost 51 
students from a year ago, while East 
Jordan and Boyne Falls had gains. 
Overall, the intermediate school dis- 
trict was off nearly 225 students from 
last year, according to Char-Em figures. 
East Jordan, with an increase of 31 
students may be eligible for state aid, 


according to Superintendent Thomas . 


Rossler. After all the executive manda- 
ted cuts the district may get $30,000 
more in aid. 

Boyne Falls showed a gain of 9 
students in grades K through 12. There 
are a total of 278 in school this year 
compared to 269 at last year’s count 
day. 

Boyne City, with the third highest 
loss of students in the Char-Em dis- 


trict won’t prompt any teacher layoffs or 
curriculum changes according to school 
officials. The high school showed the 
biggest loss of the schools in the district 
said Principal Rick Casper. 

East Jordan showed the biggest in- 
crease for all the schools in the Char-Em 
district. The only other school system 
showing an increase was Cross Village 
which increased their student popula- 
tion by four, and Littlefield which 
increased by three.

Ramblers have case of turnovers

. Costly turnovers by Boyne City and a

Charlevoix were key factors in keeping 
the Ramblers from the winning column 
in last Friday night’s game with 
Charlevoix ending up the victor, 29-12.

Boyne’s Brad Musser took the ball on 
the next two downs and moved five 
yards before his brother, Rob Musser 
ran for the first down taking the ball 
down to the 29 yard line. 

': A 1S yard penalty on that play moved 
the ball back to the Rayder 44 yard line. 
On the next play quarterback Brad 
Musser tossed a touchdown pass to Tom 
Moody giving the Ramblers the first 
blood of the night. A penalty on the 
sonversion attempt by Boyne kept the 
two points off the board leaving the 
Score 6-0. 


Charlevoix came back on the ensu- 
ing kickoff taking the ball on the 31 yard 
line and driving up the field with runs 
and passes. Pat Mitchell carried the ball 
for five yards, then quarterback Tim 
LeBlance completed a 14 yard pass to 


‘Jeff Trimper. Mitchell then had four 


consecutive carries for 16 yards before a 
late hit penalty against the Ramblers 
moved the ball to the Rambler 19 yard 
line. 

Mitch Druzel intercepted LaBlances 
pass on the two yard line, ran it back to 
the eleven but was stripped of the ball 
by a Rayder lineman.

Horse patrol helps sheriff 


+ The Charlevoix County 
‘Sheriff's Department has 
‘started a mounted horse 
-patrol to work various 
special évents where reg- 
,war and conventional pat- 
‘rol methods have not been 
‘as effective. 


* The horse patrol began 


‘in an attempt to lower the 
‘number of sexual assaults 
‘reported in the parking lot 
area of Castle Farms Mu- 
sic Theater, 

During the 1980 and 
1981 concert seasons six 
criminal sexual assaults 
(rapes) were reported 
having occurred in the 
parking lot areas of Cas- 
tle Farms. Since the 


initiation this year of the 
mounted horse patrol, no 
sexual assaults have been 
reported at the concert 
sites. 

The mounted horse pat- 
rol has also been used in 
attempting to deter lar- 
cenies at the Fisherman's 
Island State Park in Char- 
levoix Township. 

The summers of 1980" 
and ’81 had been busy for 
deputies and park rangers 
attempting to control 


large numbers of larcen- 
ies occurring in the park. 

With the mounted pat- 
rol and conventional pat- 
rol efforts, larcenies were 
reduced by 80 percent this 


year. 

The mounted patrol has 
various advantages over 
regular vehicular patrol in 
certain situations, Sheriff 
George Lasater said. 

He said the added 
height of sitting on horse- 
back gives the officer a 
better unobstructed view 
of crowds and their gen- 
eral activity. 

The added height al- 
lows more people to see 
that a deputy is in the 
area, Lasater said, creat- 
ing a deterrent to poten- 
tial criminal activity. 

During patrol confron- 
tations where a deputy 
was needed to keep the 


peace, the deputy on 
horseback had more ver- 
satility in getting to loca- 
tions than a’ vehicle - 
patrol unit would have, he 
said. 

The mounted deputy 
was able to reach areas of 
concern in the state park, 
such as sand dunes where 
patrol vehicles would 
have difficulty patrolling, 
said the sheriff. 

The sheriff plans to 
continue to patrol concert 
patking lot areas to ex- 
pand park patrol to other 
parks, and to be available 
for special events, and 
available for Search and 
Rescue missions.

Michigan will receive 
$606,440 to finance fish 


’ restoration and $2,221,- 


013 to finance wildlife res- 
toration for fiscal year 
1983. Funds will become 
available Friday, October 
i, 1982. 

Funds for wildlife res- 
toration and hunter edu- 
cation programs, which 
core from excise tax on 
sporting arms and ammu- 
nition, may be used for 
state-approved conserva- 
tion projects and land 
management. 

Michigan ranks fourth 
in the nation with $2.2 
million for funding of 
wildlife restoration, pre- 
ceeded by Alaska and 
Texas with $2.7 million, 
and Pennsylvania with 
$2.3 million. 

Hunter education funds 


are distributed on the 
basis of the relative popu- 
lation of each state. These 
funds may be used for the 
construction, operation, 
and maintenance of public 
target ranges. 

Michigan is among 15 
states to qualify for the 
full funding amount of 
$360,000. Presently, 
Michigan has 1,135,265 
paid hunting license hol- 
ders. 

Fish restoration funds 
come from excise taxes on 
fishing accessories.
